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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 4/19/04; 4/26/04; 
5/30/06 are considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 85-152 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bao et al. (6,224,630) in view of well known plug/patch in the art. Bao et al. disclose a 
method for treating an annulus fibrosis comprising all the steps as claimed except for 
the step of using a porous mesh having configuration as claimed. The porous mesh 
having configuration as claimed are well known in the art of patching, closing wound. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use the porous mesh having configuration as claimed in 
order to patch the defect area as disclosed by Bao et al.. Doing so would amount of 
substitution of one known patch mesh for another within the same art that would 
perform equally well with the method as disclosed by Bao et al. 

Examiner provides references to support for well-known statement: Ruiz (5,976,174) 
disclose a porous mesh to plug or patch the defect hole in tissue. Diaz (5,690,674) 
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teaches the wound closure plug. Bao et al. (5,192,326) teaches a porous membrane 
that's expanded to seal a hole and prevent the escape of the nucleus through the 
defect. Eberbach (5,116,357) discloses hernia plug/patch having configuration as 
claimed. Flament et al. (6,180,848) disclose a mesh having configuration as claimed 
for patching/covering a hernial canal.
